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XIV.— WAGES. 
No. 33—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the Ist July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s.0d. 
for males and £2 5s. 11d. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the 1st July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 ds. 1ld. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. 0d. and £2 1s. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926, which remained unaltered until Ist July, 1929.

XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Acting Director of the Commonwealth Weather Bureau, Mr. H. N. Warren.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 35.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of October, November and December, 1941. 


October.—Rainfall was below normal over most of the State, but the month’s totals over 
the Central South Division as a whole almost equalled the October average, and substantial sur- 
pluses were reported in the Eucla and South-Eastern Divisions and in the Wiluna district. 


_ Inthe agricultural districts the favourable trend of the season continued, as the rainfall deficits 
in the northern portions of the wheat belt averaged only 22 points in the north coastal agricultural 
district and only 10 points in the Central North Division. 


On the central and south coasts the rains, though below the October normal, averaged 176 
points and 186 points respectively. 


The pastoral areas fared well in the eastern sub-tropics, particularly in the South-Eastern 
and Eucla Divisions, but except in the East Kimberley Division, where the month’s rainfall 
averaged 47 points, the rainfall from the Gascoyne Divisions northwards was negligible. 


At individual stations the principal totals were :—Lake King, 325 points ; Pemberton, 329 
points ; Balladonia, 309 points; Mt. Barker, 284 points; Jarrahdale, 254 points. 


Tn Perth rain occurred on seven days and aggregated 251 points, as compared with the October 
normal rainfall of 218 points. 


The month was unusually cool in the southern half of the State, days of more than normal 
temperature in the tropics were about equal in number to days when the average temperature 
was not reached. 


Marble Bar experienced temperatures of 100 degrees or more for eleven successive days 
(from 12th to 22nd October) and recorded 107 degrees on 19th October. Wyndham, however, 
recorded 12 “centuries ” in moderately broken periods. Elsewhere temperatures of 100 degrees 
or more were limited to six such recordings at Nullagine, five at Hall’s Creek, four at Derby, two 
at Roebourne, and one each at Broome and Mundiwindi. 


In Perth temperatures ranged from 82-4 degrees on 12th October to 43-0 degrees on 28th 
October. 


The mean maximum temperature in the city (71-0 degrees) was 1-7 degrees below normal, 
and the mean minimum temperature (52-0 degrees) was 0-5 degrees below normal.

November.—The principal features of the weather in November were the further partial 
failure of the seasonal rains in a large portion of the northern tropics; the continuance of 
adequate rainfall in the south-western districts ; and the unusual frequency of registrations of less 
than the normal November temperatures. 
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In the pastoral areas, the rainfall deficit was most marked in the Kimberley Division, where 
the average amounts received (with the November rainfall in parenthesis) were as follows :— 
North Kimberley 60 points (192 points), East Kimberley 90 points (169 points), and West Kim- 
berley 20 points (59 points) In the remainder of the pastoral areas the deficits were less important, 
as the normal November rainfall in this area is only light. 


The south-west and south coastal districts and the northern agricultural districts received 
more rain than is usual in November. The average registrations were 148 points on the south coast 
and 109 points on the central coast ; 71 points in the north coastal agricultural district ; and 
49 points in the North Central Division ; but the average amount received in the Central South 
Division (44 points) was 22 points below the November normal. 


At individual stations the principal totals were 292 points at Donnybrook and 278 points at 
Pemberton. Perth received 78 points (two points above normal). 


The rains in the south-west and south coastal districts and in the agricultural areas usefully 
supplemented water supplies ; in the adjacent districts the intervening periods of dry and not very 
hot weather favoured the development of the wheat crops. 


The month’s temperatures were affected by barometric pressure distributions which, on 
many days of the month, induced inflows of maritime air to an extent sufficient to produce wide- 
spread cloudiness. After the widespread rains about the middle of the month, however, a fairly 
prolonged heat wave of at first moderate inte sity developed in the South-Eastern Division and 
later moved across Southern Australia. In this heat wave the highest temperatures were recordings 
of 106 degrees at Kalgoorlie, Coolgardie, Menzies and Laverton on 21st November. 


In the tropics, temperatures of 100 degrees or more were less numerous, but Marble Bar ex- 
ceeded its normal maximum temperature for November (106 degrees) on ten occasions ; the highest 
individual readings being 111 degrees on 22nd November, and 113 degrees on 23rd November. 


In Perth, maximum temperatures ranged from 89-6 degrees on 15th to 64-0 degrees on 17th 
November ; and minimum temperatures from 66-9 degrees on 13th to 45-7 degrees on 5th No. 
vember.

December.—Rainfall was above normal over the greater portion of the State, surpluses being 
recorded in all the statistical districts xcept the central and south coasts, and the De Grey, East 
Kimberley and West Kimberley Divisions. These shortages, however, are probably unimportant, 
as the December rainfall on the central and south coasts is normally light, and the month’s rain in 
the De Grey and Kimberley, though below normal, was substantial in amount, particularly in the 
East and West Kimberley, where the registrations averaged 363 and 233 points respectively. 


A gratifying feature of the month’s weather was the fairly heavy to heavy rainfall in a vast 
pastoral area which included the southern portion of the De Grey Division, most of the East Gas- 
coyne Division, and the northern half of the Coolgardie Goldfields region. In this favoured area 
the month’s totals included 575 points at Mt. Sir Samuel, 323 points at Doyle’s Well, and 277 points 
at Lawlers in the South-Eastern Division, 330 points at Three Rivers, and 235 points at Mundi- 
windi in the East Gascoyne, 248 points at Ethel Creek in the Fortescue Divi on, and 190 points 
at Bonny Downs in the De Grey. Considerable sections of the Kimberley Division also fared well, 
Wyndham recording 456 points, Turkey Creek 412 points, Derby 357 points, Hall’s Creek 315 
points. and Fitzroy Crossing 300 points. 


In the agricultural districts the month’s rains were of some service in augmenting water supplies 
but the falls in the second week of the month impeded harvesting operations and, in some areas, 
had a slightly detrimental effect upon the quality of the grain. Despite these minor disadvantageous 
circumstances, however. seasonal prospects in the agricultural districts remained exceptionally 
favourable. 


Temperatures were mostly below normal during the first two weeks of December but high 
registrations became more frequent in the second half of the month. In the tropics the most 
severe heat was experienced at Port Hedland, where the registration of 118 degrees on 23rd De- 
cember was the highest ever recorded at that station. Other high readings were 116 degrees at 
Onslow on 25th December and 115 degrees at Roebourne on 24th December, and at Winning Pool 
on 25th December. South from the tropics the most severe heat wave conditions were experienced 
in the South-Eastern Division and in the agricultural districts in the fourth week of the month, 
registrations including 112 degrees at Walebing on 30th December, 111 degrees at Southern Cross 
on 25th December, and 110 degrees at York and Northam on 30th December. The most southerly 
penetration of heat wave conditions was indicated by 100 degrees at Collie on 30th December. 


Temperatures in Perth ranged from 95-0 degrees on 4th December to 54:9 degrees on 7th and 
27th December.
